Congra tula tions Go To 
Ne v y Gov e rnor Of Ma ry la nd 
Inasm uch the form al inauguration W ednesday of 
W. Preston Lane to the governorship of M aryland will 
be more or less an anti-clim ax now tha t he has suc­ 
ceeded to the ex ecutive chair five days in advance of 
the custom ary time, to perm it his predecessor, H erb- 
e rt R. O’Conor to tak e his seat in the United States 
Senate, we w ant to be among the first to offer our 
congratulations to the new chief ex ecutive, and to 
wish him a successful and progressive adm inistration. 
T hat wish is ex tended with utm ost sincerity al- 
. hough we did support and would lik e to have seen 
Mayor Theodore R. McKeldin in the governorship, be­ 
cause we believed tha t Baltim ore’s chief ex ecutive 
would have given M aryland one of the best adm inis­ 
trations hum anly possible. 
Nevertheless, we bow to 
the m ajority with a feeling of great ex pectancy tha t 
Governor Lane s reign will be one of general good for 
the peoples of this state. 
Governor Lane already has dem onstrated his 
ability in an ex ecutive capacity, and has had the op­ 
portunity to put to test the influence he m ight wield 
in dealing with a legislative body when he stepped 
Into the breach during the special session last m onth. 
At tha t tim e there was a threa t of battle between 
tho>e favoring the Sherbow Commission Recommenda­ 
tion relative to race track tax ation, and those sup­ 
porting the modified proposals by the M aryland Leg­ 
islative Council 
Governor Lane’s leadership then prevented w hat 
could have developed into a wrangle tha t would have 
Jong delayed the purpose for which the Assembly had 
been called. 
In the end the race track tax bill he 
favored was approved. On tha t occasion he was deal­ 
ing, from the sidelines as a governor-elect, with a 
lam e-duck session because m any of those m embers 
would not return to the Legislature now functioning. 
Of course, in the present session he will be faced 
w ith opposition from an increased Republican m em - 
b^r>hip which again finds itself in the role of the m i­ 
nority. Such opposition, when necessary, is to be Invi­ 
ted. because only by a free ex change of thoughts in 
debate, as Is perm itted only in a democracy such as 
ours, can legislation in the best Interest of all the 
people be the result. 
In this regard, it is gratifying to learn through 
G alen L. Tait, chairm an of the Republican State Cen­ 
tral com mittee, tha t the m inority intends to m ak e 
Itself felt as a unit during the present term . Because 
of the increased m em bership in both Houses It should 
be more pronounced than in m any past years, but it 
should not be perm itted to ex ercise itself along pa r­ 
tisan lines to the point of cripoling or defeating, 
merely to defeat or cripple, but to seek legislation, 
thaï will serve the people best. 
T ha‘ the Republica n members of the General As­ 
sembly intend to serv e a s a 
m ilitant m inority, work ­ 
ing i*» r the best interests of the entire state, is to 
be d< -.red. It should be pointed out tha t Republicans 
hold II of the 18 seats in the 8ena» e, and while tha t 
rum b er is not large enough in itself to defeat or en­ 
act legislation, they can, in a bloc, hold the balance of 
power in many instances, including the suspension of 
rules on measures. In the House th# Republican pic­ 
ture is not so bright because the GOP m em bership is 
equal only to that of the Baltim ore delegation—thirty- 
six - with the Democrats having an overall m ajority in 
the lower cham ber of fifty-one. 
T hat in itself will 
rot discourage the m inority from bringing forth m eas­ 
ure*, the enartm ent of which, It will be its belief, 
would b<* to the 
be t interest of the people of our 
com monwealth. 
Governor Lane will, in all probability, also find 
opposition arising from within his own party, because 
members of vigorous factions he was able to defeat in 
his prim ary fight for the governorship will endeavor to 
m ak e themselves all-powerful in an effort to have 
pa ' ed legislation they hope will give them greater po­ 
litical advantage, So it will be interesting to observe 
w hether Governor Lane will enjoy the same degree of 
success, as was his during the brief special session, in 
m aintaining unity. 
But it is generally agreed Mr. Lane has m ade a 
pood start In the ex ercise of tha t power, and there is 
every reason for believing he will find it not too diffi­ 
cult to hold it in the present session for an order­ 
ly transaction of business in a legislature tha t could be 
of vital im portance to the people of M aryland.

Seven years ago editors 
of American newspapers, 
tn an effort to get answers to their perennial per­ 
plex ity about w hat the readers lik e to read, in­ 
augurated a progressive series of survey-studies. The 
fa r .-finders whose job it was to Interview the readers 
cam e up with some highly interesting results. 
An upcurve of serious think ing tha t began before 
the war still Is going up, as reflected in a surprisingly 
high readership of the editorial page. 
Of the men 
interviewed, the percentage who read editorials ranged 
from 77 to 17. with a median of 45. 
For women, the 
m edian was 29. Interest in comics, financial news, 
radio program s and society news showed a postw ar 
decline 
O utstanding new* photos consistently drew the 
h.chest readership, appealing to 3» per cent of the 
m en and 91 per cent of the women. 
The best read 
news stories are 20 points below these. 
Among the 
women the best read departm ental features are deaths, 
comics, hum or panels, oddities and the w eather. Post­ 
w ar studies reveal tha t m en’s readership of d epart­ 
m ent store advertising has Increased 18 percentage 
points while women’s has increased 8 points. 
Publishers realize tha t any readership study m ust 
be on a continuing basis, because public tastes fluc­ 
tua te with economic and other conditions 
Nor can 
the factual results be applied too strictly and generally. 
Newspa pers still m ust be well-edited and forceful, 
and w hat a slide-rule can do for one will not apply 
In any equality of results for another. 
They still 
have an intangible to preserve — som ething which 
so metimes is called individuality, sometimes character.

BABSON PARK, Fla., Jan. 3 — 
Many letters have come to me 
from young men and women all 
over the country ask ing where the 
best job opportunities will be found 
In the nex t few years. 
Several hundred years 
B. C., 
the Greek philosopher, Heraclitus, 
said, “There is nothing more per­ 
manent than change”. His phi­ 
losophy still holds good—especially 
in the world of work . Planning a 
wise vocational choice, is in some 
ways, lik e duck hunting. 
If you 
shoot where the bird Is 
at any 
given 
moment, 
you 
may 
waste 
your ammunition. Job opportuni­ 
ties are always In more or less of 
a flux due to such factors as (1) 
wars. 
(2) boom periods, 
(3) de­ 
pressions, (4) new Inventions, (5) 
changes in peoples wants and de­ 
sires. 
Probably the best way to predict 
tin* job opportunities of tomorrow 
is by look ing at the trends of yes­ 
terday. For ex ample, according to 
the U. S. Bureau of Census, 33 out 
of every 100 gainfully employed in 
1910 were in agricultural pursuits. 
Today only 18 out of 100 are so 
employed. This casualty, for the 
mast part, has been due to tech­ 
nological 
d e v e l op m e n t . Thirty 
years from now small farms will 
be used only for inflation hedges 
or sustenance purposes. 
Food Is 
destined to be grown on great 
farms as surely as shoes are made 
in great factories; 
Pro fessio ns o r Ma nufa cturing 
Another illustration; profession­ 
al work ers such as lawyers, engi­ 
neers, teachers and dentists in­ 
creased from 4 per 100 in 1910 to 
8 per 100 today. 
While opportuni­ 
ties for professional work ers will 
continue to ex pand, it is the be­ 
lief of ex perts that there will not 
be enough Jobs for all of the 
young people who wish to enter 
these fields. My advice Is, there­ 
fore, that, unless you have a vital 
interest in and an unusual apti­ 
tude for one of the professions, 
you had better consider other vo­ 
cations where there will be greater 
opportunities. 
Since 
1920 manufacturing and 
-mechanical 
industries 
have em­ 
ployed more 
work ers 
than 
any 
other vocational groups. 
A fig­ 
ure of over 30 out of every 100 has 
been reached. I visualize that dur­ 
ing the nex t thirty years America 
and even Eastern Europe and Asia* 
are headed for a trial of a nearly 
completely mechanized civilization. 
Since, then, the essentials of life 
will be tak en care of by machine, 
the greatest vocational opportuni­ 
ties may be machine builders, ma­ 
chine repairers, machine tenders 
and technologists. 
Go o d Oppo rtunities 
These 
must 
complement 
the 
manufacturing 
and 
mechanical 
industries. People need manufac­ 
tured goods. They have gone long 
yrithout 
them.. 
Someone 
must 
transport these goods from the 
factory, and someone must distri­ 
bute them to the consumer. The 
number of work ers involved 
in such 
pursuits has more than doubled 
since 18 70 a nd 
will, no doubt, con­ 
tinue to Increase in the years ahead. 
For young women the clerical field 
will probably continue to offer the 
best opportunities. The number of 
clerical work ers more than doubled 
from 1910-1945. These jobs will con­ 
tinue strong in order to k eep up 
with the needs of business and in­ 
dustrial, transportation and distri­ 
butive activities. But as wages in­ 
crease, young women must do more 
and better work . “Any girl’4 cannot 
get jobs much longer.

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Congratulations Go To 
Ne\y Governor Of Maryland 
Inasmuch the formal inauguration Wednesday of 
w. Preston Lane to the governorship of Maryland will 
be more or less an an ti-climax now that he has suc­ 
ceeded to the executive chair five days in advance of 
the customary time, to permit his predecessor, Herb­ 
ert R. O’Conor to take his seat in the United States 
Senate, we want to be among the first to offer our 
congratulations to the new chief executive, and to 
wish him a successful and progressive administration. 
That wish is extended with utmost sincerity ai­ 
rt hough we did support and would Uke to have seen 
Mayor Theodore R. McKeldin in the governorship, be­ 
cause we believed th at Baltimore's chief executive 
would have given Maryland one of the best adminis­ 
trations humanly possible. Nevertheless, we bow to 
the majority with a feeling of great expectancy th at 
Governor Lane's reign will be one of general good for 
the peoples of this state. 
Governor Lane already has demonstrated his 
ability in an executive capacity, and has had the op­ 
portunity to put to test the influence he might wield 
In dealing with a legislative body when he stepped 
Into the breach during the special session last month. 
At that time there was a threat of battle between 
th ase favoring the Sherbow Commission recommenda­ 
tion relative to race track taxation, and those sup­ 
porting the modified proposals by the Maryland Leg­ 
islative Council 
Governor Lane's leadership then prevented w hat 
could have developed into a wrangle th at would have 
long delayed the purpose for which the Assembly had 
been called. 
In the end the race track tax biU he 
favored was approved. On that occasion he was deal­ 
ing, from the sidelines as a governor-elect, with a 
lame-duck session because many of those members 
would not return to the Legislature now functioning. 
Of course, in the present session he wUl be faced 
with opposition from an increased RepubUcan mem­ 
bership which again finds itself in the role of the mi­ 
nority. 8uch opposition, when necessary, is to be Invi­ 
ted. because only by a free exchange of thoughts In 
debate, as is permitted only in a democracy such as 
ours, can legislation in the best interest of all the 
people be the result. 
In this regard, it is gratifying to learn through 
Galen L. Talt. chairman of the Republican 8tate Cen­ 
tral committee, that the minority intends to make 
Itself felt as a unit during the present term. Because 
of the increased membership in both Houses it should 
be more pronounced than in many past years, but it 
should not be permitted to exercise itself along par­ 
tisan lines to the point of cripDling or defeating, 
merely to defeat or cripple, but to seek legislation, 
that will serve the people best. 
That the Republican members of the General As­ 
sembly intend to serve as a militant minority, work­ 
ing for the best interests of the entire state, is to 
be desired. It should be pointed out that Republicans 
hold ll of the 18 seats in the 8enale. and while th at 
number is not large enough in itself to defeat or en­ 
act legislation, they can, In a bloc, hold the balance of 
power in many Instances, including the suspension of 
rules on measures. In the House the Republican pic­ 
ture is not so bright because the OOP membership is 
equal only to that of the Baltimore delegation—thirty- 
s ix —with the Democrats having an overall majority in 
the lower chamber of fifty-one. T hat in itself will 
not discourage the minority from bringing forth meas­ 
ures, the enactment of which, it will be its belief, 
would be to the best interest of the people of our 
common wealth. 
Governor Lane will, in all probability, also find 
opposition arising from within his own party, because 
members of vigorous factions he was able to defeat in 
his primary fight for the governorship will endeavor to 
make themselves all-powerful in an effort to have 
passed legislation they hope will give them greater po­ 
litical advantage. So it will be interesting to observe 
whether Governor Lane will enjoy the tam e degree of 
success, as was his during the brief special session, in 
maintaining unity. 
But it is generally agreed Mr. Lane has made a 
good start in the exercise of th at power, and there is 
every reason for believing he will find it not too diffi­ 
cult to hold it in the present session for an order­ 
ly transaction of business in a legislature th at could bu 
of vital importance to the people of Maryland.

What To Print 
Seven years ago editors of American newspapers, 
In an effort to get answers to their perennial per­ 
plexity about w hat the readers like to read, in­ 
augurated a progressive series of survey-studies. The 
faet-flnders whose Job It was to interview the readers 
came up with some highly interesting results. 
An upcurve of serious thinking th at began before 
the war still is going up, as reflected In a surprisingly 
high readership of the editorial page. 
Of the men 
interviewed, the percentage who read editorials ranged 
from 77 to 17. with a median of 45. 
For women, the 
median was 29. Interest in comics, financial news, 
radio programs and society news showed a postwar 
decline 
Outstanding news photos consistently drew tho 
highest readership, appealing to 89 per cent of the 
men and 91 per cent of the women. 
The best read 
n-ws stories are 20 points below these. 
Among the 
women the best read departmental features are deaths, 
comics, humor panels, oddities and the weather. Poet- 
war studies reveal that men's readership of depart­ 
m ent store advertising has increased 18 percentage 
points, while women's has increased 8 points. 
Publishers realise that any readership study must 
be on a continuing basis, because public tastes fluc­ 
tuate with economic and other conditions. 
Nor can 
the factual results be applied too strictly and generally. 
Newspapers still must be well-edited and forceful, 
and what a sltde-rule can do for one will not apply 
in any equality of results for another.

Opportunities And 
Job Securities 
ROGER W. E A SSO N . 
BABSON DISCUSSES JOBS 
BABSON PARK. Fie.. Jan. 2 — 
Many letters have come to me 
from young men and women all 
over the country asking where the 
beet job opportunities will be found 
In the next few years. 
Several hundred years 
B. C, 
the Greek philosopher, Heraclitus, 
said, "There Is nothing more per­ 
manent than change". His phi­ 
losophy still holds good—especially 
In the world of work. Planning a 
wise vocational choice, Is ta some 
ways, 
like duck hunting. If you 
shoot where the bird Is 
at any 
given moment, you may waste 
your ammunition. Job opportuni­ 
ties are always in more or leu of 
a flux due to such factors as (I) 
wars. 
(2) boom periods, 
(Si de­ 
pressions. (4) new inventions, <S> 
changes In peoples wants and de­ 
sires. 
Probably the best way to predict 
the job opportunities of tomorrow 
la by looking at the trends of yes­ 
terday. For example, according to 
the U. S. Bureau of Census. 32 out 
of every IOO gainfully employed in 
1910 were in agricultural pursuits. 
Today only lg out of IOO are so 
employed. This casualty, for tho 
most part, has been due to tech­ 
nological d e v e l o p m e n t . Thirty 
years from now small farms will 
be used only for inflation hedges 
or sustenance purposes. , Food is 
destined to be grown on great 
farms as surely as shoes are made 
in great factories.* 
Professions or M*n*fmetering 
Another illustration: profession­ 
al workers such as lawyers, engi­ 
neers, teachers and dentists in­ 
creased from 4 per IOO in 1910 to 
• per 109 today. 
While opportuni­ 
ties for professional workers will 
continue to expand. It is the be­ 
lief of experts that there will not 
be enough jobs for ail of the 
young people who wish to enter 
these fields. My advice ta, there­ 
fore, that, unless you have a vital 
interest in and an unusual apti­ 
tude for one of the professions, 
you had better consider other vo­ 
cations where there will be greater 
opportunities. 
Since 1920 manufacturing and 
-mechanical 
industries 
have em­ 
ployed more workers than any 
other vocational groups. 
A fig­ 
ure of over 20 out of every IOO has 
been reached. I visualise that dur­ 
ing the next thirty years America 
and even Eastern Europe and Axial 
are headed for a trial of a nearly 
completely mechanized civilization. 
Since, then, the essentials of life 
will be taken care of by machine, 
the 'greatest vocational opportuni­ 
ties may be machine builders, ma­ 
chine repairers, machina tenders 
and technologists. 
Geed OppertnHles 
These 
must 
complement 
the 
manufacturing 
and 
mechanical 
industries. People need manufac­ 
tured goods. They have gone long 
without 
them.. 
Someone 
must 
transport these goods from the 
factory, and someone must distri­ 
bute them to the consumer. The 
number of workers involved in such 
pursuits has more than doubled 
since 1870 and win, no doubt, con­ 
tinue to increase ta the years ahead. 
For young women the clerical field 
will probably continue to offer the 
beet opportunities. The number of 
clerical workers more than doubled 
from ipiO-1946. These jobs will con­ 
tinue strong in order to keep up 
with the needs of business and in­ 
dustrial transportation and distri­ 
butive activities. But as wages in­ 
crease, young women must do more 
and better work. "Any girl** cannot 
get jobs much longer.
